Ths government has now nearly 300 Par- 


rott guna—10, 20 and 30 poundora—in the 
field. The working merits of this apeciut 
of ordnance has been repeatedly tested by 
severe special experiments, and in actual 
battle, and thoroughly proved. 
While the 


government ia willing and anxious to try 
every new gun that is brought to its notice, 
and offers ample and immediate rewards to 
inventors who can achieve real improve* 
menta in artillery, it has so far expressed 
its confidence in tbe permanent excellence 
of tbe Parrott gun, ua to contract to take 
all that can be turned out at the West Point 
foundry for an unlimited period. About 
600 hands are now employed in supplying 
this geiteral order, and are producing 20 
guna weekly. 


The Parrolt gun, upon which the govern- 


merit ia content to slake such vast issues, ia 
made of cast iron, bored and rifled in the 
ordinary way. 
Its chief original peculiarity 


is the addition of a "sleeve" of wrought iron 
at the breech of the gun. 
This sleeve is 


made by twisting bar iron spirally about 
the breech and welding it under the ham- 
mer iiru) a compact mass. It furnishes en 
absolute protection against explosion nt tbe 
point of the gun most exposed to that acci- 
dent. From tbe alec fe to tbe mu?zle of 
the gun, or about five-sixths of tbe whole 
length, it is found that a thickness of CUB! 
irou much less than that ordinarily used, H 
Rutnuk-nt to insure the safety of tho piece. 
Tho gun, therefore, combines remarkable 
sttenglh and security with extraordinary 
lightness, admirably adapting it for flying 
batteries anil all the exigencies of field ser- 
vice. The projectiles employed in the gun 
tire also the original invention of Mr. It. P. 
Parrot t. 
In general construction and ap- 


pearance they resemble the common nHed 
shell, Aud are ignited either by percussion 
caps at the apes', or by time fusoa; but, 011 
lixamining the tnue ot tbe missile, a luoj.t 
ingenious novelty ia observed. 


In manufacturing projectiles for rifled 


the great problem is to fit them per 


i'ectly to the bore, fchua saving the explo- 
.sive power of the powder, and insuring ac 
curacy of.firing. 
This is done by a variety 


of contrivances, most of which fulfill their 
object more or lass imperfectly, and have u 
langorous aptitude of "stripping off " from 
the ahell aa it leaves the gun, and placing 
the lives of bystanders, in jeopardy. 
Jn 


firing over the heads of troops s.t a distant 
enemy, Iricuda may be exposed to imminent 
peril quite au much an lues. 
Mr. Parrolt 


conquers this difficulty, which has been fa- 
tal tu many varieties of the rifled gun, by 
two distinct inventions. One is a wrought 
iron cup, a trifl o larger in diameter ttmii 
iho shell, whieh is ca=t upon it, the concave 
aide of the cup being outward aud plueeil 
next to the powder in the gun.

plosion of the powder forces the rim of the 
cup into the grooves (which it tits with per- 
(let accuracy,) but doeH not operate lo de- 
tach it from tho shell after it leaves tin- 
gun.

ment is content to stake such vastissues, is 
made of cast iron^bored and rifled in the 
ordinary way. Its chief original peculiarity 
is the addition of a "sleeve" of wrought iron 
at the breech of the gun. 
Ihis sleeve is 


made by twisting bat iron spirally about 
the breech and welding it under the ham- 
mer into a compact mass. It furnishes an 
absolute protection against explosion at the 
point of the gun most exposed to that acci- 
dent. From the sleeve to the muzzle of 
the gun, or about five-sixths of the whole 
Jength, it is found that a thickness' of cast 
iron much less than that ordinarily used, is 
sufficient to insure the safety of the piece. 
The gun, therefore, combines remarkable 
strength aud security with extraordinary 
lightness, admirably adapting it for flying 
batteries Bud all the exigencies of.field ser- 
vice. 
The projectiles employed in the gun 


are also the original invention of Mr. R. P. 
Parrott. In general construction and ap- 
pearance they resemble the common rifled 
shell, and are ignited either by percussion 
caps at the apex", or by time fuaes; but, on 
examining the base of the missile, n most 
ingenious novelty is observed. 


In manufacturing projectiles for rifled 


guna, the great problem is to fit them per- 
fectly to the bore, thus saving the explo- 
sive power of the powder, and insuring ac 
curacy of.firing.

One is a wrought 
iron cup, a trifl e larger in diameter than 
the shell, whieh is cast upon it, the concave 
side of the cup being outward and placed 
next to the powder in the gun. The ex- 
plosion of the powder forces the rim ofthe 
cup into the grooves (which it fits with per- 
fect accuracy,) bnt does not operate to de-

A small portion of the resources of the

This new kind of gun ia peculiar only in 
the fact that it ia cast without trunions. 
Those indispensable portions of the guns 
are_fitted on afterwards. 
Capt. Dahlgren 


claims that when a gun is cast with its 
trunions on, the iron in their immediate 
neighborhood is weaker than other portions 
of the gun and more liable to be cracked 
;n firing.—N. Y. Journal of Commerce. 


THE DEFENCES OF MEMPHIS.—A letter 


writer from Memphis describes the means 
adopted by the rebels in western Tennessee 
and western Kentucky to prevent the Union 
fleet from descending the Mississippi. 
The 


writer says : 


'* Tne whole river, from Columbus down 


to this city (Memphis) brisles with defen-' 
ces of the most formidable kind." 
He 


then describes no less than seven forts aud 
twelve large batteries, commanding as 
many landing places and other important 
points on the river between Columbus and 
Memphis. " All these works," the letter 
sayi:, "are mounted with plenty of cannon, 
and defended by strong garrisons. 
The 


guns are mostly smooth-bores, and of short 
range—two or three miles—but as the river 
is not much over a mile wide, that it quite 
sufficient. 
Many of them are of the larg- 


est calibre, 32 and 64-pounders, and they 
are plentifully supplied with both shot and 
shell. 
The channel of the river has not 


yet been obstructed, as that would impede 
our own (the confederates') operations.

fore midnight the fire had assumed an 
appalling magnitude,atid meeting, the street 
from Market (o Queen was a mass of Barnes. 
As tenement after tenement were enveloped 
in flames the panic became awful, and 
thousands 
of 
families evacuated 
their 


bouses and filled the streets. The buildings 
in the lower part of tbe city where the fire 
broke out, were principally of wood, end 
extremely inflammable, which accounts for 
the remarkably rapid progress of tbe fire. 
At midnight the circular church and Insti- 
tute Hall were burning, and the proximity 
of the Hames to the Charleston Hotel and 
the Mills' House, caused them to be evacu- 
ated by their inmates. At oue o'clock the 
fire tended more southward towards tbe 
corner of Arcbdalo and Queen streets, 
to the rear of the Charleston Hotel to the 
end of Home street. 
Crossing 
Market 


street the fire spread down East Bay to 
Cumberland street and across to the Mills' 
House, including in ita destruction the Cir- 
cular 
church, Institute 
Hall 
and the 


Charleston Hotel. 


All tbe buildings on King street, from 


Clifford nearly to Broad, were destroyed be- 
foro three o'clock. 


Gen. Bipley, who superintended the move- 


ments of the troops'who arrived on the Sene- 
ca about that time, ordered several buildings 
on the route of theconilagrationtobeblown 
up. 
After some delay the order was exe- 


cuted, but not before tho theatre, Lood's 
coach factory opposite tho express office, 
the old executive buildings, and all the 
houses from this point to Queen street h<td 
caught fire and were destroyed.

This morning 
the plea of insanity was used upon bis bp 
half, and Gen. Franklin ordered a medica 
commission, composed of brigade surgeons 
Drs. Hamilton, JJongherly and Burr to ex 
atnine the prisoner, and reported him .uaue 
Gen. McClelhm therefore telegraphed to 
Gen. Franklin to proceed with the execu 
tion, which took place abont half past three. 
Ten thousand troops, being the whole o 
Gen. Franklin's division, were praaont.— 
The procession wn,s headed by Capt. Boyt 
Provost Marshal of the division : the rt'g 
itnent of cavalry (mounted) to which tbe 
prisoner belonged ; u detail of twelve o 
l>ia comrades, dismounted, who wero to 
shoot the culprit; an ambulance train car 
rying bis cofhn ; an open wagon with the 
prisoner, aud a priest prajit'g with him 
two or three priests ou hoi back behind 
and another squadron of «»•• tlry, mounted 
brought tip the rear. 


This procession passed botween the reg 


imcnifl, drawn up in double line, which 
afterwards forming in a hollow square, the 
procession.slopped in the center, the coffin 
\vtia taken out, tho priests helped the man 
to lh«-ground an«i bandaged his eyes. lie 
kneeled on his coffin. The executionera 
were auttioned six paces in front. 
Prayer 


was ofl'ered, all uncovered. Tho signal of 
the Provost Marshal 
was tho waving of s 


white handkerchief, to prepare. Oiianoth 
er signal eight fired. The victim woundec 
iu the breast, clasped bin hands to 1m bo 
som and groaned. The Provost Mantlm! 
on exbtnination, finding him yet alive, call 
ed upon the four that had not fired to take 
aim and fire. Two of these shots took 
effect in the haad, and death followed im- 
mediately. The entire brigade, headed by 
Gen. Franklin and staff, then marched by 
the corpse, which was afterward encoffmed. 
Johnson's dying speech was: " Boys 1 
ask pardon of Almighty God, and of all, 
for what I did.

don me and keep all of you from such sin."

The DlE3.cnlty with England. 


The cabinet at Washington, it appears, 


are not discomposed by the bluster of the 
English newspapers over the Mason and 
Siidell affair. 
What tfap precise course the 


government of Englaul has taken is not 
yet known. That they will affect to regard 
the matter as something very serious can 
not be doubted. However frequently Eng 
land may have searched, confiscated or 
burnt vessels of neutral nations, she will 
consider that these little acts of hers aho'd 
not be looked upon as precedents, because 
she has been in tho habit of believing her- 
self " mistress of the seas," aud a rule of 
conduct which she prescribes for herself is 
not admiasable for others. 
These preco 


dents will all be ignored, on the plea of 
England's necessity at the time they occur- 
red, and her statesmen w;.Il therefore prac- 
tically insist that the rif;bt of search and 
seizure upon the part of a belligerent on 
the high seas, belong to no nation except 
England, when an enemy has driven her to 
extremities. 
If wo put in the plea that we 


have just such au extreme case now, and 
that we have the same right to assume that 
the extreme case has arisen iu our affairs, 
at this time it will be answered that no na- 
tion can have hncl such necessities as Eng- 
land has had, and especially that this one 
of our is not a case of that kind. 


We do not believe tho English govern- 


ment wil' forward its ultimatum by the first 
steamer. It is not so flagrant u case as to 
require such prompt action. 
It cannot be 


doubted that John Bull's bead has be«n 
jarred a little by the prompt and en- 
ergetic conduct of Capt. Wilkes, and that 
Mr. Bull's idea that " Brittania rules the 
wave," has been suddenly discomposed by 
u yankee captain parading a file of marines 
on the deck of one of his steamers, but no 
other harm thau wounded pride lias come to 
ary Englishman. Tho steamer was not in- 
jured, s.nd is juat as good as ever, and is 
just aa ready and able to cairy American 
traitors and their dispatches as before, pro- 
vided sue keeps out of tho way of the San 
Jacinto. 
England's necessities, (her po- 


tent plea,) are not involved. She can exist 
without Siidell and Mason ; nay, it is pret- 
ty certain that she is better without their 
company than with it, aa they may load 
her into temptation, by brilliant offers of 
the monopoly of cotton in Amsricn, which 
can never be realized. 
We do not sao, 


therefore, why there should be any kaste. 
The diplomatic-gentlemen have had no op- 
portnniiy. as yet, to air their ^rhetoric and 
learnitv,'. Such a cbauce for " distinguish- 
ed consideration" ought not to be lost, and 
we believe will not be. It is fortunate that 
we have Mr. Seward as our counsel iu this 
case, as he can write as long aud as bril- 
liant letters as auy of them, and will enjoy 
himself hugely in "chopping logic" with 
Earl Russell and Lord Lyon. Let the di- 
plomats go iu on their nerve now, and the 
world will look on with admiration. 
We 


predict that tho English government will 
not excel ours in circumlocution, red-tape- 
ism, and long delays. We know what,ours 
can do from the experience of4ho past 
summer and autumn, and we are sure the 
English will bo beaten out of sight in that 
game, if they try it. 


In the meantime, if tbera should be such 


a delay as we have suggested, and a-wRr of 
words should precede actual hostilities, our 
government (which includes conttres-t) and 
people ought to prepare for the conflict 
with all possible speed. Put down the re- 
bellion without delay and without mercy to 
the rebels. The necessities of our situation 
were great at firat, and are now immensely 
increased by the hostile attitude of the 
leading nations of the world. Let not the 
cabinet at Washington go to sleep. 
There 


is a volcano bencfith and around them.— 
The times demand, and the people expect, 
ACTION—vigorous and immediate ACTION— 


' — and not mere words, and idle prophecies 


of "good news in ten days." We have had 
enough of that. The nation demands war, 
in EARNEST.

MKSSRS. EDITORS ^Nothing of special 


importance has occurred since my last com- 
munication. We know of nothing deOnite 
in regard to our destination. 
The position 


of our camp is very fine, on the bank of the 
Mississippi, 23 miles south of St. Louis.— 
The health of the regiment is better than it 
was at the Knob. I visited tho hospital 
.yesterday; it is about two miles from the 
camp. Tho hospital, so far a.s medical at- 
.tendance is concerned, is comfortably pro- 
vided for. 
Some 50 are there at present; 


a number of them have no d'soaso, but are 
prostrated by exposure and hardship. 
I 


assure you we have had our hardships to 
endure. 
We havo bccomo used to camp 


fare anil life. 
The temptations about us 


are great, but I think that the largo major- 
ity will bo wisci and better for this expe- 
rience. Those at home who have friends 
iu the camp should write often ; home 
memories and tender home words have their 
effect. 
The cry of "mail" brings tho weary 


to thoir feet, and the dear and tender words 
.that swim boforo our oyca waken memories 
not to subdue but to mako still nobler our 
resolves. In our knapsacks, about our per- 
sons, we all have some cherished token of 
thoughtful affection, aud I assure you " the 
loved ones at home" are not forgotten. 


At present there arc three of our compa- 


ny in the hospital; Peter Auderaou and 
Wm. Kelly at the Knob, and James Smith 
at the post hospital, 
Anderson <md Smith 


are getting well; Kelly has tho small pox. 
Quite a number have boeu uufit for duty 
for a long time ; Blood, Ide, Watsou, Leo. 
Hincs, Love, Tift, and a number of others. 
My health is first rate. .1 weigh 13 pounds 
more than I ever did bofore in my life. 
As 


soon as I find oat anything definite iu re- 
gard to the '• great expedition :' down the 
river, I will let you know. 
I rlon't think 


we shall have to wait long. Gnu boats 
continue to go down the river svery day. 
I assure you we arc as auxious to do some- 
thing as you are to have us, and uo one has 
road with more pleasure than I has'e what 
you have to say about the "milk and water 
manifestos and slavery protecting proclama- 
tions."

in Charleston, S. C. The fire broke out on 
the llth inst., in a sash and blind factory 
at the foot of Hazel street, extending t( 
the machine shop of Cameron & Co. Be 
fore midnight the fire had assumed an 
appalling magnitude,and meeting, the streel 
from Market to Queen was a mass of flames. 
As tenenient after tenement were envelopec 
in flames the panic became awful, anc 
thousands of families evacuated their 
houses and filled the streets. The buildings 
in the lower part of the city where the fire 
broke out, were principally of wood, anc 
extremely inflammable, which accounts for 
the remarkably rapid progress of the fire 
At midnight the circular church and Insti 
tute Hall were burning, and the proximity 
of the flames to the Charleston Hotel anc 
the Mills' House,-caused them to be evacu 
ated by their inmates. At one o'clock the 
fire tended more southward towards the 
corner of Archdale and Queen streets, 
to the rear of the Charleston Hotel to th< 
end of Home street.

street the fire spread down East Bay to 
Cumberland street and across to the Mills 
House, including in its destruction the Cir- 
cular 
church, Institute

and the 


Charleston .Hotel. 


All the buildings on King street, from 


Clifford nearly to Broad, were destroyed be 
fore three o'clock.

This morning 


the plea of insanity was used upon his be- 
half, and Gen. Franklin ordered a medical 
commission, composed of brigade surgeons 
Drs. Hamilton, Dougherty and Burr to ex- 
amine the prisoner, and reported him sane. 
Gen. McClellau therefore telegraphed to 
Gen. Franklin to proceed with the execu- 
tion, which took place abont half past three.

The procession was headed by Capt. Boyd

.absolute protection against explosion at the 
point of the gun most exposed to that acci- 
dent. From the sleeve to the muzzle of 
the gun, or about five-sixths of the whole 
length, it is found that a thickness of cast 
iron much less than that ordinarily used, id 
sufficient to insure the safety of the piece. 
The gun, therefore, combines remarkable 
strength aud security with extraordinary 
lightness, admirably adapting it for flying 
batteries aud all the exigencies of field ser- 
vice. The projectiles employed in the gun 
are also the original invention of Mr. R. P. 
Parrott. In general construction and ap- 
pearance they resemble the common rifled 
shell, aud are ignited either by percussion 
caps at the apes', or by time fuses ; but, on 
examining the base of the missile, a most 
ingenious novelty is observed. 


In manufacturing projectiles for rifled 


guns, the great problem is to fit them per- 
fectly to the bore, thus saving the explo- 
sive power of the powder, and insuring ac 
curacy of.firing. This is done by a variety 
of contrivances, most of which fulfill their 
object more or less imperfectly, and have a 
dangerous aptitude of "stripping off" from 
the shell as it leaves the gun, and placing 
the lives of bystanders in jeopardy. In 
firing over the heads of troops at a distant 
enemy, friends may be exposed to imminent 
peri) quite aa much as foes. Mr. Parrott 
conquers this difficulty, which has been fa- 
tal to many varieties of the rifled gun, by 
two distinct inventions. One is a wrought 
iron cup, a trifl e larger in diameter thtiu 
the shell, whieh is cast upon it, the concave 
side of the cup being outward and placed 
next to the powder in the gun. The ex- 
plosion of the powder forces the rim of the 
cup into the grooves (which it fits with per- 
fect accuracy,) but does not operate to de- 
tach it from the shell after it leaves the 
gun. The second invention is a brass riug 
attached to the shell in casting, and subse 
quently loosened at points opposite the 
grooves by blows of a chisel, so as to per- 
mit the powder, at the moment of explo- 
sion, to pry out the ring and fit it exactly 
into the grooves. 
Both inventions are 


found to work equally well. Some of the 
projectiles are made with one attachment 
and some with the other. The results show 
how the explosive force of the powder is 
economised by these processes. 
With 


charges of powder weighing one tenth as 
much as the missile, at an elevatiou of 15 
degrees, a 30 pound shell was thrown 4,874 
yards, a 20 pound shell 4,500 yards, aurf it 
10 pounisbell 4,200 yards. At an angle 
of 30 degrees, a 10 pounder threw its nhell 
6,000 yards, or over three and a hulf miles.

THE DEFENCES OF MEMPHIS.—A letter 


writer from Memphis describes the means 
adopted by the rebels in western Tennessee 
and western Kentucky to prevent the Union 
fleet from descending the Mississippi. The 
writer says: 
" Tbe whole river, from Columbus down 


to this city (Memphis) brisles with defen- 
ces of the most formidable kind." 
He 


then describes no less than seven forts and 
twelve large batteries, commanding as 
many landing places and other important 
points on the river between Columbus and 
Memphis. " All these works," the letter 
says, " are mounted with plenty of cannon, 
and defended by strong garrisons. The 
guns are mostly smooth-bores, and of short 
range—two or three miles—but as the river 
is not much over a mile wide, that it quite 
sufficient. 
Many of them are of the larg- 


est calibre, 32 and 64-pounders, and they 
are plentifully supplied with both shot and 
shell. The channel of the river has not 
yet been obstructed, as that would impede 
our own (the confederates') operations. A 
large number of old hulks have been pur- 
chased for that purpose, and are now lying 
tit the wharves here (Memphis) and under 
the guns of the fort above. At the proper 
moment they will be towed out into the 
stream and sunk in certain parts of the 
channel. These of themselves will be suf- 
ficient to prevent the passage of a hostile 
fleet. The railroads, too, running south 
from Columbus, have been strongly forti- 
fied at every available point." •

The Difficulty with Knglmml. 


The cabinet at Washington, it appears, 


ate not discomposed by the bloater of the 
English newspapers over the Mason and 
Slidell affair. What the precise course the 
government of England has taken is not 
vet known. That they will affect to regard 
die matter aa something very serious can- 
not be doubted. 
However frequently Eng- 


land may have searched, confiscated or 
burnt vessels of neutral nations, she will 
consider that these little acts of hers sho'd 
not be looked upon as precedents, because 
she has been in the habit of believing her- 
self " mistress of the seas," and a rule of 
conduct which she prescribes for herself is 
not admissable for others. These preco 
dents will all be ignored, on the. plea of 
England's necessity at the time they occur- 
red, and her statesmen will therefore prac- 
tically insist that the ri|;ht of search and 
seizure upon the part of a belligerent on 
the high seas, belong to no nation except 
England, when an enemy has driven her to 
extremities. If we put in the plea that we 
have just such an extreme case now, and 
that we have the same right to assume that 
the extreme case has arisen in our affairs, 
at this time it will be answered that no na- 
tion can have had such necessities as Eng- 
land has had, and especially that this one 
of our is not a case of that kind. 


Wo do not believe the English govern- 


ment will forward its ultimatum by the first 
steamer. It is not so flagrant a case as to 
require such prompt action. 
It cannot be 


doubted that John Bull's head has been 
jarred a little by the prompt and en- 
ergetic conduct of Capt. Wilkes, and that 
Mr. Bull's idea that " Brittauia rules the 
wave," has been suddenly discomposed by 
a yankee captain parading a file of marines 
on the deck of one of his steamers, but no 
other harm than wounded pride has come to 
any Englishman. The steamer was not in 
jured, tind is just as good as ever, and is 
just as ready and able to carry American 
traitors and their dispatches as before, pro- 
vided she keeps out of the way of the San 
Jacinto. 
England's necessities, (her po- 


tent plea,) are not involved. She can exist 
without Slidell and Mason ; nay, it is pret- 
tv certain that she is better without their 
company than with it, as they may lead 
her into temptation, by brilliant oners of 
the monopoly of cotton in America, which 
can never be realized. We do not see, 
therefore, why there should be any haste. 
The diplomatic-gentlemen have had no op- 
portunity. as yet, to air their ^rhetoric and 
learnirg. Such a chance for " distinguish- 
ed consideration" ought not to be loft, and 
we believe will not be. It is fortunate that 
we have Mr. Seward as our counsel in this 
case, as he can write as long and as bril- 
liant letters as any of them, and will enjoy 
himself hugely in " chopping logic" with 
Earl Russell and Lord Lyon. Let the di- 
plomats £O in on their nerve now, and the 
world will look on with admiration. We 
predict, that the English government will 
not excel ours in circumlocution, red-tape- 
ism, and long delays. We know what^ours 
can do from the experience of -the past 
summer and autumn, and we are sure the 
English will be beaten out of sight in that 
game, if they try it. 


In the meantime, if there should be such 


a delay as we have suggested, and a- war of 
words should precede actual hostilities, our 
government (which includes congress) and 
people onght to prepare for the conflict 
with all possible speed. Put down the re- 
bellion without delay and without mercy to 
the rebels. The necessities of our situation 
were greatrat first, and are now immensely 
increased by the hostile attitude of the 
leading nations of the world. Let not the 
cabinet at Washington go to sleep. There 
is a volcano beneath and around them. — 
The times demand, and the people expect, 
ACTIOX — vigorous and immediate ACTIOX — 


' — and not mere words, and idle prophecies 


of "good news in ten days." We have had 
enough of that. The nation demands war, 
in

importance has occurred since my last com- 
munication. 
We know of nothing definite 


'in regard to our destination. The position 
of our camp is very fine', on the bank of the 
Mississippi, 23 miles south of St. Louis.-— 
The health of the regiment is better than it 
was at the Knob. I visited the hospital 
yesterday; it is about two miles from the 
camp. The hospital, so far as medical at- 
.tendance is concerned, is comfortably pro- 
vided for. Some 50 are there al present; 
a number of them have uo d'aease, but are 
prostrated by exposure and hardship. 
I 


assure you we have had our hardships to 
endure. We have become used to camp 
fare and life. 
The temptations about us 


are groat, but I think that the large major- 
ity will be wiser and better for this expe- 
rience. Those at homo who have friends 
in the camp should write often; home 
memories and tender home words have their 
effect. The cry of "mail" brings the weary 
to their feet, and the dear and tender words 
.that swim before our eyes waken memories 
not to subdue but to make still nobler our 
resolves. In our knapsacks, about our per- 
sons, we all have some cherished token of 
thoughtful affection, and I assure you " the 
loved ones at home" are not forgotten. 


At present there are three of our compa- 


ny in the hospital; Peter Anderson and 
Wm. Kelly at the Knob, and James Smith 
at tnc post hospital. Anderson and Smith 
are getting well; Kelly has the small pox. 
Quite a number have been unfit for duty 
for a long time; Blood, Idc, Watson, Lee, 
Hincs, Love, Tift, and a number of others. 
My health is first rate. .1 weigh ID pounda 
more than I ever did before in my life. 
As 


soon as I find oat anything definite iu re- 
gard to the " great expedition " down the 
river, I will let you know. 
I don't think 


we shall have to wait long. Gun boats 
continue to go down the river every day. 
I assure you we arc as anxious to do some- 
thing as you are to have us, and no one has 
read with more pleasure than I have wbat 
you have to say about the "milk, and water 
manifestos and slavery protecting proclama- 
tions." It is now time for dress parade, 
and I must close.

the llth inst., in a sash and blind factory 
at the foot of Hazel street, extending to 
the machine shop of Cameron & Co. Be- 
fore midnight the fire bad assumed an 
appalling magnitude,and meeting, the street 
from Market to Queen was a mass of flames 
As tenement after tenement were envelopes 
in flames the panic became awful, anc 
thousands of families evacnated their 
houses and filled the streets. The buildings 
in the lower part of the city where the fire 
broke out, were principally of wood, anc 
extremely inflammable, which accounts for 
the remarkably rapid progress of the fire, 
At midnight the circular church and Insti 
tnte Hall were burning, and the proximitj 
of the flames to the Charleston Hotel and 
the Mills' House, caused them to be evacu- 
ated by their inmates. At one o'clock the 
fire tended more southward towards the 
corner of Archdale and Queen streets, 
to the rear of the Charleston Hotel to the 
end of Home street. 
Crossing Market 


street the fire spread down East Bay to 
Cumberland street and across to the Mills* 
House, including in its destruction the Cir- 
cular church, Institute Hall and the 
Charleston .Hotel. 


All the buildings on King street, from 


Clifford nearly to Broad, were destroyed be 
fore three o'clock. 


Gen. Ripley, who superintended the move- 


ments of the troops]who arrived on the Sene 
ca abont that time, ordered several buildings 
on the route of the conflagration to be blown 
up. After some delay the order was exe 
cuted, but not before the theatre, Lood's 
coach factory opposite the express office 
the old executive buildings, and all the 
houses from this point to Queen street hac 
caught fire and were destroyed. At aboui 
4 o'clock the wind changed the direction o 
the flames towards Broad street. 
Soon af- 


ter St. Andrews Hall took fire, and subse 
qnently the cathedral, the spire of which 
falling" shortly after 5 o'clock. 
The tire 


made a clear sweep through the city, mak- 
ing its track from East Bay to King street,

Execution of a Deserter- 


Johnson, the would be deserter, was ex- 


ecuted Saturday, the 14th. 
This morning 


the plea of insanity was used upon his be- 
half, and Gen. Franklin ordered a medical 
commission, composed of brigade surgeons 
Drs. Hamilton, Dougherty and Burr to ex- 
amine the prisoner, and reported him sane. 
Gen. McClellan therefore telegraphed to 
Gen. Franklin to proceed with the execu- 
tion, which took place abont half past three, 
Ten thousand troops, being the whole of 
Gen. Franklin's division, were prasent.— 
The procession was headed by Capt. Boyd 
Provost Marshal of the division : the reg- 
iment of cavalry (mounted) to which the 
prisoner belonged; a detail of twelve of 
his comrades, dismounted, who wore to 
shoot the culprit; an ambulance train car- 
rying his coffin; an open wagon with the 
prisoner, and a priest praying with him; 
two or three priests on horseback behind; 
and another squadron of c.v. ilry, mounted, 
brought np the rear. 


This procession passed between the reg- 


iment.s, drawn up in double line, which, 
aftenVards forming in a hollow square, the 
procession-stopped in the center, the coffin 
was taken out, the priests helped the man 
to the 'ground and bandaged his eyes. He 
kneeled on his coffin. 
The executioners 


were stationed six paces in front. Prayer 
was offered, all uncovered. The signal of 
the Provost Marshal was the waving of a 
white handkerchief, to prepare. On anoth- 
er signal eight fired. The victim wounded 
in the breast, clasped his hands to his bo- 
som and groaned. The Provost Marshal, 
on examination, finding him yet alive, call- 
ed upon the four that had not fired to take 
aim and fire. Two of these shots took 
effect in the hsad, and death followed im- 
mediately. The entire brigade, headed by 
Jen. Franklin and staff, then marched by 
he corpse, which was afterward encoffined. 
Tohuson's dying speech was: " Boys '. I 
ask pardon of Almighty God, and of all, 
or what I did. May Almighty God par- 
Ion me and keep all of you from such sin."
